RIVERS AND RAILWAYS. 
It is said that Jay Gould is grasping ad­ 
ditional railway stock for the reason that 
he torsoes that to a few years navigation 
oo the Amerlcio rivers will be of little im­ 
portance, and that transportation will be 
done chiefly by the railways. 
There is a 
good deal of truth in the statement that 
our rivers are rapidly declining. 
The 
Upper Mississippi is not w hit it used to be. 
The Ohio is becoming a veiy uncertain 
water route, and the Missouri, long noted 
tor its numerous snags and treacherous 
channel, is becoming difficult to navigate. 
The smaller streams which a few years ago 
were navigable for stern-wheelers of lair 
proportions, are no longer tho means of 
transporting freight and passengers. These 
facts seem to impress Jay Gould with the 
idea that some day not long in the future, 
the rivers would so decline in their capaci­ 
ty to accomodate steamboats, that they 
would 
be 
of 
little 
consequence 
la 
the 
business of transporting 
grain a n i merchandise. 
He sees that 
there is a great future for railways and 
hence is fast getting control of some of 
the more important lines. 
The question of the decline of American 
rivers is one which is worth deep study, 
aud one which should attract the attention 
of scientists. It is generally known that 
daring the past twenty five years, the 
smaller rivers which were once navigable, 
have so declined that at this time they are 
mere creeks, aud so far as navigation la 
concerned, are worthless. Fever river 
now called Galena, with its head-waters in 
Lafayette county, in this State, for many 
years was navigable from its mouth to Ga­ 
lena, by the large Upper Mississippi steam­ 
boats, and many times from tour lo eight 
or ten fine steamers could be seen at the 
Galena wharfs. But the golden days for 
Galena have departed never to return. 
About I860, the water in Galena river be 
gan 
to 
fall, 
and 
no 
amount 
of 
dredging 
could 
keep 
a 
channel 
open between Galena and the Mississippi, 
seven miles, and finally steamboats were 
compelled lo abandon 
the river. The 
Wisconsin river is also on tne decline, but 
has not suffered the loss that the old Fever 
river has. 
The Fox, the Illinois, the 
Rock, and the Chippewa rivers, do not 
contain the quantity of water they did 
fifteen years ago. 
Even it is th night by 
some that the Ohio river will bicorne 
worthless for navigable purposes. Once 
that river was the pride of the western 
country. Its water was pure and abund­ 
ant aud its charnel Certain, but of late 
things have changed greatly, and we read 
th ti last fall there was a coal famine at 
Louisville because the water in the Ohio 
was so low the b >ats could not run down 
the river. The Missouri is not in any 
better condition, and '.he Upper Mississippi 
is fast dt dining in its capacity to carry the 
large steamers which once plyedj freely

Angus S aith summarized the abuses 
reported in the House of Correction and 
said that the Board ol Supervisors was 
criminally responsible for them and should 
be called to account. Tho good name ot 
the city demands that such a state ol uffiirs 
never occur again. The people are will­ 
ing to be taxed for anything that will 
remedy the evil. The odium that has 
laden upon the city shall be removed at 
all hazards 
The Rev Geo E Gordon believed the 
uew Inspector would revolutionize the 
system; that brutality aud proiauny would 
cease and gagging aud imprisonment in 
the black bole become things of the past 
Petty offenders woald b^ separated from 
hardened criminals. 
The speaker then 
gave bis idea of proper prison discipline 
and reform.

county, dry ap for two weeks so that we 
may appreciate your kind regards for us, 
your humble servants, for it is estimated 
that the daily consumption of milk for 
New York City aud its suburbs per year 
cost them, i t the consumers, $ 10,000,000 
annually.

The low prices of these products last 
season, and forepart of this, from causes 
above mentioned, did not very much stim­ 
ulate our dairymen to activity, but now 
prices of these t ao articles are more than 
double what they were last July, and we 
must continue to produce not only for 
England and Scotland, but others countries 
take some portion of these goods. Brazil 
is ready to take millions of pounds, both of 
butter and cheese, and efforts will be made 
the coming season, as we have no doubt lo 
make regular shipments there. These facts 
are encouraging not only to the dairymen 
of the United States, but we in Wisconsin 
have greater reason to be encouraged from 
the tact that we have every facility aud 
ever}' advantage over our eastern rivals in 
that of our cheaper lunas, cheaper corn and 
cheaper cows, while transportation from 
Chicago to New York, Philadelphia and 
Montreal, is only a fraction greater than 
from Western New York and Ohio. 
The time has passed for Hock county or 
Wisconsin farmers even to make money by 
raising grain to sell from the farm only, 
when

beet and pork, and those portioas of our 
State are the most productive where dairy* 
ing has been one of the leading inter ells 
(or the tarmer. It has been shown quite 
conclusively aud every good farmer has 
demonstrated the fact shat it doe* not pay 
to keep poor stock of any kiud; and this 
fact is doubly true when applied to dairy 
cows. 
Every farmer and dairyman in 
Uock country nas some cows in his herd 
which excel as milkers, aud Hose cows 
bred to a mall of the right qualities, will 
in a few years increase the value of his 
herd fifty per cent, and the heifer calves 
from each thould never be 6o!d to the 
butcher, tor among what are called natives, 
may be found some of our best milkers, 
and cur lull bloods have only been brought 
to the present coadltioo by ct refill selec­ 
tion and careful breeding.

these two facts proved to be great educa­ 
tors of a people’s pride, and now we are 
exporting ab jut 30,090 boxes per week to 
London. 
in order to give some idea of the magni­ 
tude of this comparatively new enterprise, 
I will give the number of pounds and value 
of our exports for the years 1878 and 1879, 
ending Asg. 31st *>f each year. In 1878 
we exported 16,752,902 lbs of butter 102, 
640,756 lbs of cheese, while for this year up 
to Aug 31ft We have exported 25 686.252 
lbs ol butter, and 98,448.041 lbs *4 cneesc. 
For the month of August in 1878, tnt 
shipments were, bulter 4 516,547 tbs, ana

England and Scotland was held tor an ad­ 
vance in price, but was finally put upon 
the matket early this season in competi­ 
tion witn our goods.
